The Silver Qnesiion.

The Cnrson Tribuue says: 
The Superiutendent of the iliut'a last 


order (he seems to be receiving them 
almost daily) permanently discharges 
till the skilled labor of that iiistituiioa, 
which means the closing of its doors 
asainat the usual bnsicpss for which 
Minta ' are established. The force con- 
ducting the present very limited opera- 
tious of that institution (the molting of 
a few gold deposits) cousista of eighteen 
persous against sixty-four employed last 
year ut, this duie. la previous years 
these skilled operativas have beeii BXIS- 
pended for periods of five ami eight 
month? respectively, bat no disohurges 
were made; hence, as we have before 
written, this last order means the mum 
step towards the permanent closing of 
our Mint. We regret this step of the 
Administration, for we think they have 
made a mistake iu construing the Coin- 
age Law. If we understand it rightly, 
the bullion now on hand (said to be j 
some $000,000 worth) was purchased' 
for coming into standard silver dollars, 
and it should be corned. In any event 
the Mint should be kepi to work upon 
this liirce auionnt of bullion until it is 
worked up, which would tnko probably 
six mouths, when Congress will meet 
and such action taken by tb.it body as 
will lettle the question whether \\e are 
to have a Mint in the future or an assay 
office. 


Otto Greenhood writes that the Neva- 


da colony in San Francisco is con- 
stantly growing there, and most of its 
members are doing fairly well these dull 
times. Ei-Supreme Judges Whitman 
and Lewis, nre enjoying a lucrative 
practice here, but they long for Jthe 
aromatic sagebrush. To tell the truth, 
I scarcely meet a Nevadan, even after 
an absence from the State for several 
years, who does not express his love for 
Nevada and all that is in it. Crittenclen 
Thornton occupies splendid apartments 
in th« London and San Francisco Bank 
building.

country. Tha Sun thinks the facts of 
past silver legislation and the prospects 
of the f ature action of the House, found- 
ed on ascertained views of the mem- 
bers, justify the conclusion that any 
proposition looking to the stoppage of 
the coinage of the silver dollar will 
probably meet the same fate in the new 
House that it did iu the last one. This 
opinion is already expressed by Senator 
Shermau and by Representative Run- 
dull, of Pennsylvania, who are much 
better judges of the matter than Wall 
street bauk Presidents. The Sun also 
says that the only recent utterances 
against silver coinage, heard in the 
South, come from the few bankers and 
merchants living in large cities who, 
like their brethren here, know little or 
nothing of the sentiments of the great 
mass of their fellow-citizens on public 
questions. 
An analysis of the House 


vote as at present constituted, shows 
only 124 votes at the outside favoring 
the stoppage of silver coinage, which is 
thirty-nine leas than necessary for a 
majority on a full vote.

The first $1 Greenback printed by the 


Government bears date of August 1, 
1862, imd now is the property of Ed- 
ward Slocurn, of New Richmond, Alle- 
gan county, Michigan. 
So reads a 


floating paragraph ou the sea of Ameri- 
can journalism. 
The history of the 


Greenback is an important part of the 
history of the country during the civil 
war. 
It was a most powerful ally in 


conquering the rebellion. It did quite 
as much in its way as the best general- 
ship, the largest army, the most approv- 
ed munitions of war. It waa emphati- 
cally war monpy. It paid the salary of 
officers and soldiers and furnished them 
with all their supplies. For all these 
and other purposes it ever circulated 
— nominally at least—for one hundred 
cents to the dollar. It was only when 
brought in contact with foreign goods 
or a specific contract law, that it had 
to cede from it* par vulue. 
It will be 


111 order for some one at some time 
to write up the history of the Green- 
back. Though it ia.aow^ twenty-three 
years old aud has survived thousands 
who bundled it with one hand while 
they held the weapons of wur with the 
other, it bids fair to outlive thousands 
of others who first saw it ou the battle- 
fields of the country. 


The law authorizing ths issue of 


United States notes was passed Febru- 
ary 25, 1882. These notes were called 
Legal Tender notes from the fact that 
Congress declared them a legal tender 
for all obligations of a public or private 
nature within the country, except duties 
on foreign imports. 
Despite this dec- 


laration merchants »ll over the country 
made their value on foreign goods in 
gold coin or its equivalents. The notes 
were culled Greenbacks from the fact 
that the backs were printed in green. 
For sixteen years they formed the dom- 
iueut currency of the country, exoept in 
the Pacific States. The first issue au- 
thorized only $130,000,000, the lowest 
denomination being $5. 
Of the above 


named amount $50,000,000 was to be 
applied to the redemption of the same 
amount of Demand Treasury notes, is- 
sued under the law of July 17, 1861. 
The same law made the liojit of both 
issues at $150,030,000. It was evident- 
ly tuougbt that this sum would be suffi- 
cient to put down the rebellion. Sol- 
diers und others receiving these notes, 
and wixhmg to invest them iu sums of 
$50 and multiples thereof, were author- 
izm! to deposit them with any Assistant 
Treasurer aud get a certificate, which 
the Treasurer wonld honor by issuing to 
tbe holders its value ' in bonds bearing 
6 per cent interest, payable seiui-au- 
nnally, the bonds taken up in five or 
jtwenyr years, at tbe pleasure of the 
Government. 


The second chapter opens with the 


issue of another $150,000,000 under a 
law adopted by Congress! ou July 11, 
1862, 
A provision stipulated that no 


note should be printed under $1 uu.l 
the amount under $5 should not exceed 
$35,000,000. 
Tliis i.tsue was also con- 


vertible into 6 per cent, bouda, too iti- 
lerest of which, us in the first case, was 
to be paid in coin. A ueuoud proviso 
stipulated that tbe notes might be pai<1 
in coin rather than bonds. There was 
some men of faith in those duys who 
thought tbe $300,000,000 authorized up 
to that time might be more than would 
be needed, and so uiada early provision 
for taking up the notes for coin. The 
third chapter provides for the issuance 
of $150,000,000. This law was passed 
March 3, 1863. 
Th« Secretary was to 


be governed in the amount issued under 
this Act by tbe exigencies of the public 
service. 
No provisions were made for 


converting Ibis issue into bonds, but 
there was a stipulation that the notes 
issued under the previous Acts could 
not be converted into 6 per ceUt. bonds 
after July 1, 1663.

President Cleveland Tuesday in- 


formed tbe delegation representing 
the cattle men that he wouJd not 
modify his recent order for the re- 
moval of cattle from leased lands in 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe reserva- 
tion within forty days from his proc 
tarnation. A stockman says: Cattle 
cannot be driven in herds exceeding 
3,000, and it requires twelve men and 
sixty horses to handle such a herd. 
It will,therefore, be seen that to move 
the entire number of cattle effected 
by the execution of the order, an 
aggregate force of 1,000 men and 
5,000 horses must be at once col- 
lecteed. This is utterly impossible, 
at this season of the year, when 
range work is at its greatest activity 
and experienced herdsmen are fully 
employed. 
We have but few men 


at the present time, having- cnr 
ranges enclosed by fences and not 
requiring herders. 
A drive from 


the ranges now occupied to new ones 
in northern territories cannot be 
made in less than from three to four 
months. 
In moving cattle from 


their present locations subsistence 
must be found along the whole line 
they traverse.

DEAU SIB:—Numerous inquiries hat 


ing been made as to the status of thi 
School Trustees elected in May lust 
and you being- anxious to huve my offi 
cial opinion upon the constitutionality 
of the statutory provision under which 
the election took place, I have the bono 
to say that in iny judgment the provis 
ion is unconstitutional aud void. 


Section 2 of the Act in question pro 


vides that where the nucabtr of census 
children in a district exceeds four bun 
dred, the Board of Trustees shall con 
sist of five members, of whom one sbal 
be elected annually for a term of fiv< 
years. This is in direct violation of the 
constitution, which prohibits the Legis 
lature from creating any office tbe tec 
ure of which shall be longer than fou 
years. The 
portion of the section 


which provides for the election of Trus 
tees for three yeius is open to no such 
objection; but thewo differeut provis- 
ions are so intimately connected thn 
they cannot be separated, and one piirt 
hold good while the other is rejected. 
They must stand or, fall together. 


If we strike out the unoonstitutiona 


portion, it virtually destroys the whol. 
section by leaving those districts in 
which there are more than fourbundrei 
school childien without any mode o 
electing Trustees. 
It would not do to 


elect Boards of thre^ members iu euch 
destrict regardless of the number o 
school children, for obviou.sly tbe Leg 
islature never intended such an nppoi 
tionment. Under the law districts hav 
ing more than four hundred children 
are just ti.s much entitled to five Trustees 
as the smaller ouea are to three, ant 
ihere is no more authority to chuug 
the number frotu five to one, or to uny 
other number that might be sn^-jested, 
In any such case it would be in effec 


j crfeating a law cliffareut from tbe oni 


enacted by the legislative powers and 
cannot be sustained either by reason or 
authority.

held last May wore nullities, and that 
the previously elected Trustees are still 
legally in office.
